Factories of the 
combine are located on both sides of ul. Lenina. The combine has 
several factories: three cloth factories (the 1st, 2nd and 3rd); 
two thread-making factories (the 1st and 2nd); the bleaching-dyeing 
factories; and possibly others. Most of the factories are four-story, 
red brick buildings, but some are gray stucco. [ 
all of the basic buildings were built before the revolution and 
belonged at that time to the manufacturer MORQZCfr, fnu.
